Weyerhaeuser Cancels 
Grayling Resin 
Project Plans 


Weyerhaeuser has decided against 
building a resin plant in Grayling to 
support its structurwood facility, ac- 
cording to a news release from Dick 
Lodmill, Manager of Weyerhaeuser’s 
chemical business. “The company has 
been investigating potential sites in the 
Grayling area for a $12.5 million dollar 
resin plant, but has now determined it 
would not be economically advan- 
tageous to expand in the resin and ad- 
ik business at this time,” Ledmill 
said. 


He went on to express appreciation 


to local and state officials who have 
been helpful throughout Weyer- 
haeuser’s evaluation of this oppor- 
tunity. 


Cancellation of the resin piant will 
not change Weyerhaeuser’s plans for 
its structurwood facility under con- 


struction on Four Mile Road, 
reassured Tony Moore, Project 
Manager. 


He said the main production and 
woodroom building shell will be going 
up this spring. The $2 million dollar 
shell, covering 207,000 square feet, is 
scneduied for completion by August, 
1981. 

According to Moore, the entire 
facility should be completed and ready 
for startup by September, 1982, but he 
cautioned that the economy still may 
have an impact on that target date.

Tax Help 
Availabie 
From ikS 


Traverse City, Mi—The In- 
ternal Revenue Service today 
reminded area taxpayers that 
help with federal tax questions 
is available by phone and at the 
local office. 

The local office staff offers 
free in-person help with tax 
returns. The office in Traverse 
City is located in Room 103 
Grandview Bldg., 207 Gran- 
dview Parkway. It is open Mon- 
day through Thursday from 
8:00 a.m. until 4:30 p.m. 

Toll-free telephone assistance 
is available Monday through 
Friday——8:30 a.m. through 4:30 
p.m. Telephone numbers are 
listed in the tax forms package 
and in local directories. IRS 
says you can get quicker ser- 
vice if you call during slow 
periods. The best time to call is 
early in the morning or late in 
the day. Try to avoid Mondays 
and Tuesdays if you can. They 
are the two busiest days of the 
week, IRS says. 

IRS monitors a sample of 
each day’s phone calls to 
promote accuracy of answers to 
tax questions and courtesy to 
taxpayers. In addition, all tax 
returns prepared at IRS uifices 
aré ‘given a‘ quality review” 
ensure all schedules are a 
tached and all line entries are 
made properly. 

Most Michigan taxpayers, 
about 2.8 million of them, get 
tax refunds, according to IRS. 
The agency says you can help 
speed up your refund if you use 
the preaddressed label on the 
return you file, and mail it in 
the envelope in your tax pack- 
age. If someone else prepares 
your return, ask them to use the 
label and envelope, says IRS. 


News of Good 
Things Growing... 


Next time you’re scooping a 
spoonful of sugar onto your 
cereal, biting into a delicious 
sugar cookie, drenching 
biscuits with honey, or topping 
pancakes with maple syrup, 
thank Michigan farmers! Good 
things growing in Michigan in- 
clude our ‘sweet trio’—sugar, 
honey and mapie syrup. 

About 1.7 million tons of sugar 
beets are harvested here each 


year, according to the Michigan 
Denartment of 


AEP tA A VAR 


Processing factories located 1 in 
the Thumb and Saginaw valley 
beet growing region produce 
more than three million pounds 
of sugar each day. 

Honey and maple syrup are 
two of our oldest agricultural 
crops. Bees have produced 
honey for thousands of years 
and historians say Native 
Americans were tapping trees 
when the colonists arrived. 

Honey was the principal 
sweetener when sugar was a 
rarity, and is the sweetest of the 
three-one-fifth sweeter than 
granulated sugar. 

When driving through Michi- 
gan’s countryside, watch for 
our honey factories. About 
106,000 bee colonies produced 
§.5 million pounds of honey last 
year, MDA reports. Bees are 
also responsible for pollinating 
millions of dollars worth of 
erops including blueberries, 
cucumbers and apples. 

Michigan is one of the 
nation’s top five producers of 
maple syrup, with 83,000 gallons 
of syrup processed last year. 
Trees are tapped in early spring 
when the days start getting 
warmer and sap begins to run. 
About 40 gallons of sap are 
boiled down to make one gallon 
of pure Michigan maple syrup.

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Martin Luther King Day is easy to 
migs, unless you’re looking for it. 

And you really wouldn’t be looking for 
Martin Luther King Day unless you’re a 
committed liberal, or a do-gooder, or 
black, or all three. I am none of the above. 

In case you missed it, Martin Luther 
King Day is Jan. 15. It’s not a national 
holiday, and it shouldn’t be. It’s not a 
regional holiday, either, and it probably 
shouldn't be. But is should cause us to 
pause and ponder a bit. 

The temper of this nation is consider- 
ably different today than it was before 
Martin Luther King. The change is not 
because of him, but rather because of the 
concept, the idea, the principles of justice 
espoused by Martin Luther King, and 
more importantly, by millions of others. 

The Rev. King becam a black symbol 
in the struggle for those freedoms. He 
was the point man, and as such, much of 
the struggle for civil justice centered on 
him. 

After King, there has been no single 
focal point in the civil justice movement. 
Maybe that’s because no focal point is 
now needed; obversely, maybe the 
struggle has subsided because of the lack 
of a King-type focus. But no single in- 
dividual epitomizes the civil rights move- 
ment today as Martin Luther King did in 
the 1950s and 1960s. 

The words of Martin Luther King that 
reached the widest were delivered at the 
Washington civil rights march in 1963. 
The message he delivered to the thou- 
sands gathered before the Lincoln 
Memorial that August day, and heard 
around the world, are just as appropriate 
now.

“Even though we face the difficulties 
of today and tomorrow, I still have a 
dream,”’ the Rev. King proclaimed. 

“I have a dream...that one day this 
nation will rise up and live out the true 
meaning of its creed—‘we hold these 
truths to be self-evident, that all men are 
created equal,’ 

“T have a dream...that one day on the 
red hills of Georgia, the sons of former 
slaves and the sons of former slave- 
owners will be able to sit down together 
at the table of brotherhood. 

“Tt have a dream...that one day even 
the state of Mississippi, a state swelter- 
ing with the people’s injustice, sweltering 
with the heat of oppression, will be trans- 
formed into an oasis of freedom and 
justice. 

“T have a dream...that my four little 
children will one day live in a nation 


. where they will not be judged by the color 


of their skin but by the content of their 
character. 

“T have a dream...that one day every 
valley shall be exalted, every hill and 
mountain shali be made low, the rough 
places will be made plain, and the crooked 
places will be made straight, and the 
glory of the Lord shall be revealed and all 
flesh shall see it together. 

‘This is our hope.” 

“Much of Martin Luther King’s 
dream has come to pass; however, it is 
sad to realize that much of it has not. 

Dr. King was killed in 1968. Maybe in 
the next decade, our nation will accom- 
plish the rest of the dream that millions of 
us shared with Martin Luther King 
almost 18 years ago.

Supreme Court To Decide 
Ballot Access Law 


By Warren M. Hoyt 


The state Supreme Court has 
been urged to declare uncon- 
stitutional the state’s political 
party ballot access law as being 
unfair to small political parties. 

The 1976 law, which a lawyer 
said was enacted because state 
officals were fearful that too 
many parties would clutter the 
ballot, should not be maintained 
because those fears were, 
groundless and previous ballot 
access requirements are 
adequate to keep frivolous par. 
ties off the ballot. 

Robert Derengoski, the state 
solicitor general, argued the 
law was not preventing small 
parties from getting on the 
ballot. All those parties had to 
do was to get a ‘‘measley” 
showing of support, he 
declared. 

The case (Socialist Workers 
Party vs. Secretary of State) 
was filed last summer. 

In 1976, the year the law was 
enacted, it was upheld by a 
federal district court and sub- 
sequently approved by the U.S. 
Supreme Court. When the case 
was filed, the circuit court said 
it could not overrule the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 

Under the law, a_ party 


without a regular spot on the 
baliot can get one only by first 
petitioning for a place on the 
August primary ballot and by 
then reaching a benchmark of 
support in the primary election. 

The petition must carry sig- 
natures equal to one percent of 
the votes cast for the current 
secretary of state and parties 
must get at least 3/10 of one per- 
cent of all vqtes cast in the pri- 
mary to secure a spot on the 
November hallot. 

Affectd by the provisions are 
parties not guaranteed Novem- 
ber ballot status due to votes 
received in past general elec- 
tions.

Some people spend about $300 
a year to tone down their health.

Many habitual smokers drop 
out of the nicotine world for a 
few agonizing months and then 
go back to the pack. Some ac- 
tually make the leap from 
smoker to non-smoker, and stay 
that way, free from the bother 
of smoking, 

One fact unites all smokers 
though. Consciously or subcon- 
sciously, they know that the 
sureeon Beneral’s warning cn 
each pack of cigarettes states a 
truth. Cigarettes are dangerous 
to your health. Despite that, 
most of the older smokers con- 
tinue to puff. They know the fac- 
ts, see the warnings, but not 
even segregation in public 


‘places has any effect. Since 


nothing seems to change their 
habit, perhaps we should con- 
centrate on children instead. 

Many schools have health 
education programs for 
children, teaching them all the 
ill effects of smoking. If any of 
the old smokers want to be in- 
fluenced along with the child- 
ren, good luck and long life to 
them. 

The important thing is that if 
we can’t change the old, we can 
protect the young. Cigarettes no 
longer are fashionable and 
daring. They’re a nuisance, ex- 
pensive, and harmful. If you’re 
smart, you’ll reject the idea of 
smoking cigarettes. Your 
reward will be $300 to spend for 
something besides a roomful of 
smoke. You'll have become a 
member of the health majority, 
and you won’t tone down your 
health. 


Nosebleeds 

A small nosebleed will usually 
stop by itself. If bleeding con- 
tinues or is severe, put the per- 
son in a chair and loosen all 
clothing around the neck, Ap- 
ply cold compresses to the nose 
and back of the neck. Press 
the nostril on the bleeding side 
against the bone for about five 
minutes. Or, plug up the bleed- 
ing nostril with sterile cotton. 
Keep the patient sitting unless 
he feels faint. 


“measley three votes out of a 
thousand” to assure small par- 
ties a place on the November 
ballot. 

In close questioning by 
justices, Derengoski admitted, 
however, “I am not enamored 
by this proposal. I just say I 
don’t think it’s uncon- 
stitutional.”’ 

The jaw does not prevent 
small parties from getting on 
the ballot, Deregoski said. 

Ronald Reosti, attorney for 
the Socialist Workers Party, 
said the law’s mechanics 
prevented people, interested in 
voting for candidates in other 
parties, from voting for the 
small parties. 

Hence the parties must seek 
out party regulars to keep a 
place on the ballot, he said, and 
creates a form of party regis- 
tration. 

The public may want the right 
to consider small parties, even 
if they do not vote for them, he 
said. Small parties can provide 
options and arguments the 
large parties do not, he added. 

Reosti said there was no 
reason for the law to remain 
because the threatened ex- 
plosion of small parties never 
materialized. 

And previous _ petitioning 
requirements always  suc- 
ceeded in preventing frivolous 
parties from getting on the 
ballot.

Winter Festival 
at Boyne City 


BOYNE CITY—A variety of 
attractions, including the city of 
Smeltania on the ice of Lake 
Charlevoix, will be featured at 
this city’s Winter Festival, Jan. 
30-F eb. 1. 

The ice fishing shanty of 
Smeltania was one of the west 
Michigan’s top winter attrac- 
tions from 1937 to 1941 and again 
from 1946 to 1957 when thousan- 
ds of tasty smelt were taken by 
hook and line fishermen, accor- 
ding to West Michigan Tourist 
Association. But when the smelt 
fishing virtually disappeared so 
did the village. 

During the peak of its 
popularity, Smeltania was a 
village on ice of nearly 300 shan- 
ties and each year had its own 
mayor and municipal office. 
Two national magazines 
featured the village. 

The fish started returning last 
year and Smeltania will rise 
again for the winter festival, 
part of the activities scheduled 
for Boyne City’s 125th birthday 
observance. 

At least 100 fishing shanties 
wilf be on the ice for the 
festival. Smeltania will have an 
honorary mayor, a restaurant, 
city hail and jail. There will be 
rental shanties for visitors.
